It will be generally understood by borsemon that the performera 
which I dlscusaud In the preceding port of this article are uialuly boraea 
of mature age. It commonly requires a lengthy period of irulnlug to 
draw out the requielte speed to compete In such dassea, and eveu when 
a young horse posaesses It he seldom has sutbclent eudurauce in his 
colLhood to flghi out a race against aged horses of equal speed. For lo- 
siauce, the flve year oid colt Mldulght, by Peacemaker, mentioned u 
the third class, wcu a aucuud beat in 2:)SH. and then took Ibe third in 
2^2i)^ Thla was a great teat, both of speed and bottom for a colt of 
his age, but be failed to get the race, as the greater maturity of some of 
hla upponenU enabled them to outlast him. Commonly u hcirae does 
uot reach a salable opportunity lo profitable anvantage uutll he cau 
show a considerable amount of speed which the buyer can turn to some 
practical use. For the teasoua shown, young growing horeea cauupt 
compete against matured ones. The time eod expense required to hold* 
' and develop the matured speed of a large number of trotting «>R® j® 
such that breeders cannot afford to undergo It. li la evidently their 
policy, therefore, to encourage every meana that can be deWsed for 
creating a market for young horsos at remunerative prices. To bring 
their yonugslera luto promlnouce.coU aiakoe and colt pnraea have been 
devised. Daring the Centennial year, a meeting was held in Philadel¬ 
phia excluaively for young trotters, which was paironlxed with great 
liberality by the breeders, and a reaull of this meeting and Its attena- 

aut dlacnsalons has widened a desire for a growth of the field of colt 

trotting. The matter is atlll comparatively in embryo te a form of trot¬ 
ting spljrt, but le of Bdch practical ue6d to breodera that, conUlnlng w 
lt{U>e8 all the eleraeuU of an accepUble sport for the people, tt is 
bound in the future to becomo popularized, and the lime uecoewy for 
iu accorapUabineni will be longer or ehorler, dependent upon the wis¬ 
dom with which the bfeedere ^euiselvee JTueh ibelr own Intereate. 

There have already been many colt races trotted, and records 

that now appear very extraordinary have been accompUahed by am- 
malsof various ogee ranging from yearlings up to five-year-olds. The 
wiadomof begiunlDgat sobaby-llkean age ae the ywllng 
moat wllbln elgteen monlhe of foaling—may be qneetloned, and R will 
doubtleee beaSlrmod by l9-20tbB of those who read this letter, that 
such a course is a foolish and ralnona one.

The treasurer slated that Uiiriug 
the past mouth there had been received by the association $401.(M; ex¬ 
pended, $>1U.TG; leaving a balance in the treasury on Feb. 1st of $5i>.87. 

General Woodward submitted a lengthy repurl in regard to rities that 
should govern future matches. The substance of this report being 
read, it. proposed that in future every man should have seveu shots; 
that squads should be composed of four lucu, and that the entries 
should continue open ail dav. .Vs tu the Npriug nieellng. he submitted 
the foliowiiig prugrauime: Thai on the first day t-Muy 23) the Couteat 
lake place for the Leech Cup. and on the new range the skirmishing 
inaich aud the volley matches.

For the third day be proposed 
thirteen matches at 2UU yards, seven matches at 54K> yards aud six 
matches at GUO yards. The pruposilluu wus favorably received and re¬ 
ferred to the Executive Cuiuuullee, with puwer. 

The secretary tiere read the I'ew regululiomi covering the goverumeiil 
of the ruuge diiriug (he cumlug sessou, amoug which was oue culling 
for entries to be made one week before tbe match takes place. Afl 
of the new rules were ordered to be printed, to be submitted tu the 
Buard of Directors for their cuueideraitun. 

General Shaltr Ibeu suhutUied a resoltiiiou and preuiuble recitiug 
that, iu BO far as it was the aim aud purpose of the association to en¬ 
courage the urgaulxaiiou of rille clubs, that the preeideiil invite the 
officers aud uiembers of the various riffe clubs aud associalious through¬ 
out tbe country to assemble lu couveutiou at Creedmour during the 
Spring meeting, for the purpose of deiermiiilug upon all questions re¬ 
lating to riffe matters geuuralty. .After the adupliou of a few iiiiiinpur- 
taui ouiendiuenis to these resolutions, they were agreed lo uuammuusly. 

Colonel'iViugate next Introduced a resoluiiou that the secretary he 
iUBtrucied to notify the rlileuieii of Euglaud, Ireland, Scotlaud, France.

its Annals IV, page 174, 1846. Mr. Law¬ 
rence states; 'I have taken my description 
and dgurc from an adult female, procured 
at Egg Harbor, N. J., In Januwy. Since 
then two others have been obtained at the 
same place, one of which 1 have In niy 
possession. On dissection it proved to be 
a male. It agices In markings with the 
female, but is evidently a younger bird, 
being somewhat lighter in the color of Its 
plumage. From this I Infer that they be¬ 
come darker by age. It was a little 
larger than the female, the bill being 
also stouter, measuring seveu-elghths of 
ail Inch at the base. When on a shooting 
excursion seven years since, at Egg Har¬ 
bor, 1 noticed a bird flying at some dis¬ 
tance from us, which our gunner said was 
a black brant. This was the first Intima¬ 
tion I had of such a bird.

drat appearance as a wide-spread mental disorder after the dia- 
appearance of the plague in the second half of the fourteenth 
century among the people In the neighborhood of t|ie Rhine: 

"At Htraabnrg many hundred began

In the absence of a thorough comprehension of the nature of 
chorea. It Is at the present time quite Impossible to define the 
disease. We can only aim at grouping, as completely as may he, 
of the most Important points of this peculiar set of symptoms. 

Wo understand by chorea an Inflammation of nerve substance, 
of which the seat (as It seems) may sometimes be the brain 
ulono, sometimes the entire nervous system; characterized by In¬ 
cessant liico-onllnatc twltchlngs or Jerks of groups of muscles, 
which sometimes arc spontaneous In origin, and sometimes are 
excited by voluntary Impulse, which are accompanied by a more 
or less developed physical disturbance. 

Chorea In the dog Is mainly a disease of bodily development, 
the seeds of which usually germinate during the period from the 
second dentition to puberty, frequently giving no marked signs 
of its establishment until after the period of adolescence has ex¬ 
pired. The acquirement of the disease subsequent to the age of 
two and two and a half years, is infrequent, though as just men- 
tioned, it may have such appearance. 

Of the sexes the female la less liable than the male—a rule 
diametrically opposed to that regarding the same disorder in the 
human subject. Hereditary transmission occurs, but is eitremeiy 
rare; but hereditary tendency to chorea, as to other diseases of 
the nervous system—as epilepsy, etc.—or rather an hereditary 
transmission of a special susceptibility to irritation, an impres¬ 
sionability of the nervous system, on the one hand, and of a 
general weakness of the entire constitution on the other hand, is 
very often demonBlrablo- Over or too fine breeding tend to tills 
result. 

All circumstances whicli are adapted to increase the excitabil¬ 
ity of the nervous system at the period of sezual deixiopment are 
of the greatest luflucncc, such as premature excitement, and In¬ 
dulgence of tlie sexual passions, psychical excitement, etc. The 
immediate causes may be various. Psychical disturbances, 
whether acting acutely in the form of fright, or dread, or bring¬ 
ing to bear llie alow depressing Influences of fear or pain, are 
without doul)t powerful agents in bringing the disease to an out¬ 
break, especially in predisposed animals. Among the mental

Experience at field trials in this country amply demonstrates 
tlie fact that if these are to become permanent institutions, fun¬ 
damental clianges are necessary. As hitherto conducted, trials 
have been very unsatisfactory. Too many elements antagonistic 
to the chances of at least Northern dogs have been present to 
warrant sportsmen from those states going to the expense of a 
long journey only to see their favorites perform In a manner far 
inferior to their every-day work. In making this statement we 
do not lose sight of the fact that when bound down by the rigid 
rules of a trial, very few dogs will appear to equal advantage as 
when given the usual freedom of the hunting field, nor do we 
forget that at all competitions chance must always be present, 
and a dog may win or lose according to his good or bad luck; 
but these very circumstances render it imperatively necessary 
that chance should be reduced to the minimum, and trials ho 
made to assimilate as closely as possible to ordinary field work. 

We would not be understood as Imputing the least blame to 
the managers of the Southern field trials. Ail that men could do 
they have done to promote the best Interests of the cause they 
were the first to take up; but circumstances of climate, ground 
and game operate diaasteroualy against Northern dogs, and these 
can only bo obviated by the establishment of trials In the North¬ 
ern States. At the time our trials have been held, the approacli 
of Winter lias already chilled the air of the North; for weeks the 
systems of our dogs have been undergoing the changes induced 
by the change of temperature, and it must be evident that they 
cannot be suddenly exposed to an almost Summer heat without 
being more or less badly effected thereby. Again, there is at 
least a portion of the ground gone over in Southern trials to 
which Northern dogs are entirely unused, and upon which they 
cannot, therefore, be expected to perform satisfactorily. We re¬ 
fer to the canebrakes where quails take refuge. The best dog in 
the world, It sent into places he has never boon accustomed to, 
will, perforce, commit errors, and the average Northern dog, 
turned into a canebrake, goes handicapped with a weight that al¬ 
most certainly Insures Ills defeat. Lastly, os against field trials 
in the South, we have tlie scarcity of birds. Tlie editor of tills 
paiier has very justly remarked that, to give all dogs an cq|lal 
chance, there should be a fresli bevy found for each contestant. 
To tunie a dog down, just off his chain and wild from excite¬ 
ment and lack of exercise, upon a bevy just scattered, la to so de¬ 
stroy his chances that we wonder the owners have consented to 
submit to It; probably they did so because it was the best they 
could do, but certainly every effort should be made to prevent 
such necessity ever arising. 

According to reports from Ohio and the adjoining states, quails 
were more plentiful there last Fall than In any other available 
section. The Winter has been so open that a very large stock of 
■birds will live through It, and the probabtlttlea are that next sea¬ 
son there will be even more birds than there were last year. 
Mere then, is a field where Northern dogs can meet upon ground 
they are used to, without change of climate, and, what Is also no 
small Item, at far less cost to their owners than a trip to Ten¬ 
nessee involves. The demands of business and the expense of 
the journey has kept many men away from Memphis and Nash¬ 
ville, who would be present if a trial was held close at home, so 
that if such a trial is established the entries would doubtless be far 
larger than they have ever been in this country. Two things are, 
however, necessary to insure success, snd these are preservation 
of the birds and the permission of land-owners for the trial to be 
held on their grounds. These can bo obtained, but they will take 
time, and hence our writing at this early hour. There is at pres¬ 
ent a strong prejudice against sportsmen in the sections we have 
Indicated, and most of the farms arc posted. But land-owners 
are not so obdurate os generally suppos^, If properly approached, 
and we venture to assert that If any club or respectable asso¬ 
ciation will take this matter In hand, it will Snd very little trouble 
In giving us next November the largest and most satisfactory 
field trIM we have yet bad. 

Chorea Canlna (St. Vltns’ Dance).

The origin of the term chorea (xopela —dance) or St. Vitus' 
dance, and moat of its synonyms—Modestus’ dance, St. An¬ 
thony’s dance, St. John’s dance, danse de St. Guy, etc., etc.—Is 
traci^ to the middle ages. In their original application these 
phrases signified that pandonico, dancing mania, which made Its

causes must be included (rnVatiow. A number of accredited facts 
exist which prove the possibility of a propagation of the disease 
by psychical contagion among the puppies of a kennel who are 
predisposed tlirough nervous tendency; but a distinct predispo¬ 
sition seems to be necessary to propagate the disease by Irrita¬ 
tion, otherwise tlie number of instances would be much greater 
than It is. 

As regards the geographic distribution of chorea, and the Influ 
ence of seasons and weather, no statistical material applying to 
either the human or canine subject is available. But as regards 
the casual relation existing between chorea and other diseases, 
the case of rheumatism, and especially acute articular rheuma¬ 
tism and Its complications, deserve especial attention. From the 
beginning of our country, the relation of chorea to rheumatism 
has been observed both in dog and man, and English and French 
authors have taken special pains to show that as a result of artic¬ 
ular rheumatism heart complications are an Important source of 
chorea. Of 128 cases of chorea canina treated by the faculty of 
the veterinary school at Alfort, nearly half suffered at the same 
time from Inflammation of the joints. Roger found the coeila- 
tence of the two so frequent, that be was inclined to regard It os 
the expression of a pathological law, and to believe both as one 
and the same affection under two forms. 

Spontaneous acute rheumatism is far more common in puppies 
than Is usually supposed—that Is, from the alxtli month upward. 
As a sequel to exposure to cold and wet, rheumatism of the joints 
is quite common, but Is usually confined to the shoulders and 
fore legs, and is of slight severity, short duration, and rarely com¬ 
plicated with affections of the heart. The spontaneous articular 
rheumatism of puppies is oftoner eub-aciito attacking, and only 
a few joints, more frequently but one; but the frequency of the 
complications with Inflammation of the lining membrane of the 
cavities of the heart, or of the sac enclosing that organ is none 
the less great; and it Is the light cases rather than the severe 
that are complicated wltli chorea, which prefers the period of the 
dectine of the disease for its own attack. Doge under the age of 
two and a half or three years, who have suffered from rheuma¬ 
tism, are predisposed to chorea, and vies versa. Choice animals 
are In danger of being attacked on the least exposure by rheu 
matlsm. 

As regards other diseases, chorea may be connected with 
great variety of inflammatory and other processes in the central 
organs of the nervous system and their membranes, or may de¬ 
velop from bodily injuries, or disturbances of the matoral func¬ 


tions ; but causes of this kind are so rare that we may regard 
them as merely constituting the last impulse towards the out¬ 
break of a disease for which preparations are already made. 

The relation of chorea to pregnancy, as developed by the liu- 
mau subject, leads us to believe that like causes may have like 
results among canines, as the nervous organization of the latter 
Is even more acute than| in man. The results deducted by prom¬ 
inent gynacologists show that chorea. In the human subject, oc¬ 
curs oftener during the first pregnancy than in suhsequent ones, 
and still more often when the subject has not acquired full devel¬ 
opment—Is adolescent In fact Again, chorea oftener occurs in 
those who already suffered from It during Infancy and recovered, 
thougli more usually during the first pregnancy, and it often re¬ 
peats Itself with all subsequent pregnancies, disappearing witli tlie 
expulsion of the contents of the gravid uterus. Uun-ahyness anil 
chorea are closely allied, also; hut their relations must form a 
subject for a future article. 

Chorea Is very often ushered In by a disturbance of tlic inenlsl 
faculties and the general health, of longer or shorter duration; 
these are sometimes wholly absent. It Is particularly In the very 
acute cases, caused by fright, that the characteristic muscular 
twltchlngs form a first symptom. Where tlicre are premonitory 
symptoms, they conslet of a striking change In temper; a discon¬ 
tented or apathetic behavior in the animal, formerly cheerful and 
brisk, unusual changeableness of temper, etc. At the same time 
the mental encrglee fail; the dog becomes inattentive to com¬ 
mand, forgetful of training, and awkward In behavior. There 
also occurs ovcr-senBltlvenese or equal sensitiveness In the nerves 
of sense and sensation; weakness of the motor apparatus, dis¬ 
turbance of appetite and sleep. 

Of the characteristic chronic disturbances of motion, the first 
indication is given by a general restlessness of body, wliicli will 
not let the animal remain long in one position, and by a remark¬ 
able clumsiness in performing simple and ordinary actions. Ho 
drops that which he Is holding, rises, and turns about frequently 
when resting, acting as if the positions occupied were uneasy, 
and as If seeking new and untried ones. At this stage, the disease 
Is not commonly recognized by handlers and trainers, who punish 
for carelessness and neglect, for which the poor brute is no way 
responsible. As the trouble increases, twitchings of the groups of 
muscles pertaining to the face, lower jaw, slioulders and fore legs 
occur, which soon extend over the whole apparatns^f animal 
motion, and not only interfere with willed actions, hut, by the 
frequency of their spontaneous occurrence, keep tlic body in con¬ 
tinual unrest. In spite of his best efforts, and the powerful in¬ 
fluence of bis master’s reproof, the dog is unable to prevent the 
muscular contractions for any length of time; In fact, correction 
and the attempt to do his master’s will, often aggravates tlie 
muscular unrest. 

The want of order with which tlie muscular jerks pass from one 
member to another, the tireless activity of the muselcs In spite of 
the purposeless snd useless nature of the acts, the rapidity of the 
jerks, and the slow and careful way in which intended movements 
are performed, alternating witli periods of rest, all contrlhule to 
form a most characteristic picture, which It is scarcely possible to 
mistake. Sometimes one leg is bent; the muscles of the face 
drawn into the greatest variety of contortions; the eyes rolled 
hither and thither; the mouth is sometimes opened, sometimes 
closed; the jaws are separated and brought together, sometimes 
so violently that the teeth are broken off; the tongue is extended 
and drawn back with the rapidity of llglitning, or is rolled around 
in the moutli, interfering with attempts to eat or drink. The 
spasms of the trunk give rise to active locomotor movement of tlie 
whole body. The tail and legs arc actively engaged; sonietrnics 
the latter are actively drawn up to the iHidy, so that the animal 
falls, or is turned violently to one side or the other. Thus the 
spa.smodic play of the niuscles leaps about in the maddest way, 
sometimes affecting one side more tlian the other, sometlnics 
both sides. When asleep, the muscular action most always 
ceases, but the rest Is imiicrfcct, and Is disturbed by dreams ; on 
awakening, the twitching again begins. The functions of ilic 
bladder and rectum remain unaiTected, as do thoso.of the 
automatic apparatus of the heart, of respiration, aiidof degintitinn 
as far as the latter ts involuntary. The mental depression with 
which the disease begins usually Increases considerably during 
Its course. The dog becomes freakieb, obstinate and often 
violent to excess even towards his master ; and with these cluingcs 
there is often joined a failure of liitelloetual iniwer. I'liprovc- 
iiicnt. In most esses, takes place but slowlyaiid gradually, and Is 
often Interrupted by relapses. 

The Involuntary muscular contractions, wlileli arc the eliarae- 
terlstle feature of this disease, either occur spontaneously, or as 
the result of an attempt to perform some ordinary action, which 
provokes Irregularly associated movements. In liglit cases, the 
latter are more common, and the spontaneous jerkings arc (cw. 

In severe cases, the former are more frequent. The extension of 
the affection to the muscular system varies very much according 
to the severity of the case. In slight cases It is conflned clilcfly 
to the head, shoulders and forelegs; but In severe ones there Is 
hardly a voluntary muscle In the whole body but is affected to 
some extent,exceptlng the sphincters of the bladder and rectum— 
even the muscles of the ear beeome agitated, freriucntly those, 
which ordinarily are rudimentary in character, and over whicli 
the animal, in health, possess no control. A considerable degree 
of chorea of the muscles of the haunches, and of the shoulders 
and legs, makes walking Impossible. It is remarkable that the 
character usually assumed is that to which the designation of 
beml-chorea is given, the disease being coiiHued to one lateral 
half of the body; and, in Its unilateral character Is not confined 
to the extremities, but extends to the head and jaws. Another 
peculiarity of chorea is, that the pupilt of the eyes arc almost 
always dilated, and they react very sluggishly under the power of 
sight; and frequently the pupil of the affected side Is most 
dilated. 

Psychical disturbances are rarely absent, although in the 
lighter cases they are so little developed as to .^ncrely cxliiblt 
tbemselvea, and consist In Irritability and changeability of tem¬ 
per. In the severer cases, especially when of long durat joiu tlic ^ 
character seems to change for the worse; good-natured and 
peaceable animals become sullen and quarrelsome; the cheerful 
and bold, timid and retiring, often gun-shy; and tlic intelligence 
which has heretofore characterized the animal seems to he lack¬ 
ing, and memory to have failed. 

TTie temperature of the body, In spite of the muscular acting 
is not changed, even in severe cases; the bowels arc usually con¬ 
stipated, and the urine dark, though sometimes it Is unusiinlly 
light. Appetite and digestion suffer little in tlio milder furtns, 
but in the more severe the dog becomes emaciated, losing weight 
and growing feeble, and possesses a peculiar dry crackling skin, 
and the perpetual friction of which veryoften gives rise to Inflam¬ 
matory conditions (mange).

Mr. Burges undoubtedly uuder the Influence that neeeeeitan non 
habet legem, writes rather testily In reply to Mr. Holabird’s letter 
published in a previous Issue, wherein he (Mr. H.) recites the ill 
fortune attending bis efforts in rearing and breeding extensively 
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ln-l)rc(l hlue blomlcd etock, believing these misfortunes to arise 
from the. results of the system of lu-aud-lu-breodliig. 

Although I did generally coincide with the argument of the 
icpresenUtlvc from Valparaiso, It was the cause of placing me 
under the ban of Mr. B.'s displeasure, In a paragraph rcploUi with 
acrimony as It was false in Its assertion; but to avoid f\irthcr 
misunderstanding, I will distinctly state that I deem continued 
In-breeding just as Injurious to native as the moat blue blooded 
stock. If the former liilsnomcr of distinction can be recognized 
among the more Intelligent. However, It is far from my desire 
to weary the readers with a reiteration In detail of a universally 
cstabllsbcd and accepted fact; nor la It my Intention to cite In 
refutation the mlnutiie iiecessiiry of contradiction to his weight¬ 
less argument, widch .Mr. B. would Induce the public to believe 
is a vulgar, Ipiit popular error In this country. 

He further cites to substantiate his vaguely written theory; 
“That extensive lirceilcrs of line stock, whether horses or cattle, 
do not share In this view, is abundantly proved by the fact that 
there is not a stock farm, noted for Its produce, where In-bred 
strains do not form the back-hone of the establishment." In 
answer to this I will say ; If any person feels aumciently inter¬ 
ested to make the proper researches and an analysis of the 
records, be un(|Ue8tlonubly will lie rcwanled with abundant proof 
to the contrary. 

Again, .Mr. B. endeavors to fortify his position by Implying 
that ttie principles which govern the growth, developement and 
liardihooil of animals In their native or wild state. Is also appli¬ 
cable to our domestic ones—a comparisou totally Irreconcilable, 
from the fact that all animals in a state of nature are solely de- 
{periilent upon their own resources, ami self-reliant, while the 
ilomcstlc animal is nearly. If not wholly, dependent on man for 
regulation, from bis creation unto death. It Is superfluous to 
enter Into the details concerning the eftects produced by dlflcr- 
ent lives as letl in each case—fopvd, hal)lts, etc. It remains to the 
erudite, a self-evident truth, the eases are Incomparable. To 
further ((Uole .Mr. B., he writes: "Let any one who doubts this, 
look over tlic tiles of the stock journals and see how few deatlis 
of bred animal.s arc reported.” Here lies, in my belief, 
our, and for tliat mailer, the point of disagreement generally— 
lircil and iii-liml. I am, .and always have Iweii a 
staunch ailvocale of tlic former, as I am a eomslstcnt and 
delerminetl opjto.scr and autagonist of the latter, until the 
laws of nature and Divine Brovidenee change. But 
allowing the bare possibility that Mr. B.’s theory is correct; I 
think it Is a substantial jiroof In favor of Hie so-called native dog 
or animal, if their record compares favoratily with their more 
luxurious cousins, win) enjoy the benetitsof ail scientific .appli¬ 
ances—wealth, wisdom and care to pilot him to old age. As a 
toMyi (fs </niir, he draws in “Dog Wlilp,” and his observatlou: 
“The death of a valuable animal Is known everywhere.” As If 
the whim of a few breeders publishing the death of stock was 
any criterion to base the statistics of mortality on. The foregoing 
Is characteristic of the customary logic pcrvailing the entire 
article. 

.Mr. B, writes further; "The other animals do not deteriorate 
from in-and-in breeding; why should dogs!” Having good 
cause to assert that other animals do deteriorate from In-and-ln 
I'recdlng, I ask then, why not dogsl .Mr. B. adds; “\Vc do not 
believe they do, and we arc convinced that few breeders will 
agree with .Mr. Holahird'sconclusions; further than this, we do 
not hesitate to say that by far the greater part of his few backers 
w ill be drawn from the ranks of those advocates of the native, 
w ho, like B. N., stand ever ready to cast a stone at the dogs they 
have never tried, and of which they practically know nothing, 
except that they are guilty of the unpardonable sin of having 
beaten the natives wherever they have met them, both upon 
the bench and In field trials." The former quotation Is needless 
of further comment than common sense; of the latter, the only 
unpardonable sin I have committed Is the want of bigotry in the 
non-acknowledgement of the sole and exclusive superlorltv of im¬ 
ported dogs, and my equitable judgment In giving credit to the 
cross-breds when merited. 

That the so-called native and cross-bred have had their share of 
imhlic admiration and patronage Is fully corroborated by review 
ing the Held trials of Nashville, .Memphis, Hampton and the 
tamch shows in this country. It does not come with good grace 
from .Mr. B. to refer tlie reailer to the field trials, as limit of his 
stock Jogs or their progeny have ever received a place in any of our 
Held trials; and when Mr. B. states that a greater number of pro- 
gcuy have been produced from Imported dogs thau natives or 
cross-breds, be falls to prove the superiority of the former in the 
e.stimatloii of individual and gentlemen sportsmen, but merely 
the great amount of money invested In the former which neces¬ 
sitates these large prodrictions and sales to make a fair return on 
the Investment. 

On reviewing the entire argument it reeolvcs itself in this:! 
Iiave committed the unpardonable sin of not purchasing and 
breeding solely and exclusively imported stock, and possessing 
Bulilclent individuality to stand aloof and not enrolling myself 
under the banner of Mr. B. This comprises my most grlcvods 
fault, which has brought down upon my bead this censure and 
false assertions regarding my stock. 

Ill conclusion, I must say “Shamrock” has my hearty support, 
111 a plain, straightforward manner he has made the entire sub¬ 
ject exciting these controversies plain to the reader; he baa ex¬ 
plained my sentiments far more lucidly than this poor pen of 
mine, and championed a good cause. 

Where is “Gopher f” I would like to hear from him on this sub¬ 
ject. Also a word from that veteran of forty-odd years’ experi¬ 
ence, Squire Smith. In future I trust and recommend all such 
controversies shall be free from personal interests. 

Fielil Trials In the East. 

Leesbi'BO, Va., Feb. 6, 1878. 
Euitok CnicAOO Fiei.d: —There seems to be a very general 
desire throughout the East to have field trials next season, some¬ 
where In the section that “Old Probs” calls the “Middle Atlantic 
States.” The subject has been sporadically discussed, but It has 
never at any one period been eulllclently agitated to “bring it to 
a head” 

Why can’t we have them I We have thousands of good dogs 
in the East; I know of at least one hundred that are claimed by 
their owners to be “the beet In America;” “could have beaten 
any dog at Nashville!” etc., etc. And I know of just as many 
sanguine sportsmen who are “spilin’ ” for a field trial. So the 
only things needful are the bird* and the money. Whilst I am 
afraid you can find more of the former than the latter In this Im 
mediate country, yet “the spirit is willing.” Tlie birds may with 
hold their scent that they have, but we will not withhold the «nl 
that we haven’t. (Pardon me, that Is an accident; I am neither 
an Irishman nor a punster.) 

Now, imprimis—a to the birds—I mean quails, of course. 
There are said to be a great many birds in that portion of Mary¬ 
land, known as the Eastern Shore. It has been spoken of as a 
aulUble country, but I am not sufflclently acquainted with the 
country to suggest any particular locality, or to apeak either sa 
to the birds, the grounds or the accommodations. Let us bear 
from some one who knows. 

Then again, birds are quite abundant in that portion of Vir¬ 


ginia known as “Tide-water,’’ soutli of the Kappabaiinoek. 

It la true that wo would encounter a dlfliculty, wliloli, how¬ 
ever, is to be met almost anywhere we may go, viz; where the 
birds are moat abundant, the accommodations for sportsmen and 
dogs are the most llmitod. But I am told that tliorc are a good 
many birds not far from Fredericksburg (on the Kappaliaiinock), 
and it occurs to mo tliat wo might make Fredericksburg our 
,‘base," and cliartcr an excursion boat, and go down tlic river 
ever)’ morning, about a half-hour's run to very fine shooting 
ground. I have a friend who owns about 8,000 acres of land on 
the Rappahannock, a short distance below Fredericksburg, on 
which he soinetiines has 500 or 000 acres of wheat stubble In one 
body. This place, I think, Is not over an hour from Fredcrlck'i- 
burg, and the birds arc generally plenty and the sliootlng good 
there. There are probably other such grouiidsatlll nearer theclly. 
Fredericksburg la a point very accessible to all porlloiis of the 
Knsl (as distinguished from the M’est). It is only a few liiiurs 
from Baltimore, and only bIkiuI twelve hours from New Vork, via 
IVasliington. 

Now, Iliave not started out to plan the Held trials, nor to (lx 
upon a place for them. I am simply agitating and suggesting. I 
want to hear suggestions from others through your columns, or 
any other columns. .lust here, If your readers will pardon the ill- 
gression, 1 will say, 1 have ehosen your paper because it appears 
to me to be more jVationnl lu Its character, more extensively cir¬ 
culated, more devoted to what Is Interesting about sporting and 
dogs, and more active. In Instituting and reporting field trials 
than any other paper that wo have. 

As to" the money for the prizes, the conduct of tile trials, etc. 

I do not think we have In Virginia a club sufflclently "pcctinlons’’ 
to lie responsible for a good lot of prizes, nor well enoiigli nrgaii- 
Ized to undertake the conduct of the trials. They are a new in¬ 
stitution to our people, and you know we Virginians are the 
slowest of all people to take'hold of a “new departure.” Why, 
there are old sportsmen In Virginia who can hardly be indiieed 
to shoot “one of these new-fangled breeeh-liiadiiig guns.” Some 
of onr clubs might, however, eommence in u small w av, aslhe\ 
did In Tennessee. But there Is no necessity for a “.small begin- 
iiing." I don’t approve of these small affairs (of course I do not 
refer to the Initiatory trials in Tennessee, which were, imleeil, a 
success from the very start), but I mean to say that I do not be¬ 
lieve In small liK’al shows, and aniall trials that flood the eouiitry 
with “ehampions," so-called. The title of “clmiiiploir’ is get¬ 
ting os cheap as that of “captain,” since they hove eiitlen to 
ilnhblng even the boas of a street ear “Cap'll.” 

I say there is no necessity for commencing inir trials in the 
East ill a “small way,” lieeause we may have a “grand eoniliina- 
tion;" Here, In Baltimore, they have a fine kennel eliili, of 
which our very worthy and enter|irlslng friend .1. Addi.son Sniitli 
Esq., is the head. In Philadelphia they have a line orgaiiizalion: 
in New York there is the Westminster Kennel Club, that could 
spare for the enterprise a slice of the several thousands cleared 
at their grand show last Spring. In Delaware, as I know Iroiii 
letters that I have received, both the Messrs. Higgins, Mr. Yon 
Culln and Mr. Oause are anxiously with us, and zealous advocates 
of this matter; and here In Virginia we have sonic local clubs 
that will very cheerfully unite with our brother sportsmen iiforc- 
nentioned. We will not just say, as the fellow who was talking 
to a damsel about getting married, their prospects in life, etc.; 
“You furnish the bread and I'll furnish the water." No, we 
will lurnlsb the birds and will contribute to the more suhstnnihil 
requisites. 

Now, why can’t we come together and organize! 

Il'iiothlug better or more definite he proposed, I suggest Mint 
the Baltimore Kennel Club invite other clubs to send dclegnles 
to a meeting at their show. 

We must have field trials. They Interest the sportsmen, they 
Improve the breeding of dogs, and they help to “educate-up” niir 
people at large to a higher standard ol appreciation of the dog. 
Why, the veriest mother-in-law In tlic world will appreciate a 
dog when she learns that he has capabilities of winning a 82.50 
prize. 

Let the ball be put In motion, and It is important that it 
should have a “good send-off,” for, as Bulwer says, “Nothing 
succeeds like success.” J. M'. F.

5, 1878.— Editor Chicago Field; —Being only a neophyte In 
dog iiiattors 1 don't propose to provoke or enter into utiy con¬ 
troversy, But ill tlie discussion in your vitluuhlc fmper with re¬ 
gard to the lii-and-lii-breeding of the Field Trial setter I think 
only a part of tho truth has been staled. Some of the grandest 
cleinenls uf the breed have been overlooked, or at least have nut 
been noticed. 

'‘dliainnjck’’ speaks uf the Gurdoo and South Kak as strains 
entering Into the eoinposlllon uf the Field Trial breed, but says 
nothing of Field’s Duke, to iiiy mind one of the grandest dogs 
that ever lived. He had the highc.st record on his own merits at 
Held trials, winning three Hrst prizes besides others. He was also 
ivpresentcd by the editor of the English Kennel Club Stud 
Book us a remarltably superior stud dug; ou page 
145 the editor lit his account of the Shrewsbury (1871) 
Stakes for all aged dogs, says: ‘‘Gut of Hie nine dogs In Ibis 
stake three were by Mr. Field’s Duke, viz.; Dan, Drake and 
Hake, while .March was a grandson uf that dug. These four were 
the best uf the lot, so that no little eredlt accrued to him as a 
stud dog."

—Louisville, Ky., Feb. 7, 1878.— Editor 
Chicago FiM: —Some time ago I uaed to regard the Gordon setter 
with a good deal uf favorable feeling. A subsequent practical 
experience of the strain has, however, somewhat shaken my 
faith. During the lust few years I hare seen and used in tbe Held 
several setters of the Gordon breed. Some of them wore very 
fashionably descended; all were line-looking dogs. But long 
pedigrees and good looks do not always make a flrst-elass working 
setter, fn my ease they certainly did not. One Gordon hunted 
finely, but would not point. Another pointed splendidly, but 
would not hunt. A third made it specially of retrieving. A 
fourth tbiit cost Ids owner iiioticy and trouble now does duty us a 
watch dug. And a fifth that did honestly try to do a little honor 
to his name, was yot slow In gait and morose In disposition. 
Others still, I have seen, of wliic.li the less said, the better. In 
most cases I found the dog miserably slow. Where there was 
any speed at all, it was speed that did not last long. I have 
heard It said that the Gordon is docile. Strange to say, my Gor¬ 
don acqaIntanecH were almost all stupid and stubborn. It is 
often said, too, that great steadiness is one of his dlstlngliishlng 
attributes. To no sneh opinion can I yield my assent. One 
steady Gordon I have Indeed seen, but the dog held his point 
with such stupid pertinacity as to prove in a great measure 
worthless. With this one exception, the Gordons that have come 
under my notice were anything but steady. Bad enough singly. 
In company they were entirely untrustworthy; even when by some 
means or other they were Induced to point, their stand was never 
that glorious cataleptic attitude to which alone the word pulot 
can with propriety be applied. 'Hicy had all, to be sure, the 
keenest of noses; but in the aliaencc of almost every other essen¬ 
tial quallHeatlun, their excellent scenting powers were of little 
avail. Such has been my experience of the Gordon breed of 
setters. __ _ Hanniiiae.

twenty-five dollars and upwards, and give them tbe same protec¬ 
tion accorded to other domestic animals I I know at least thirty

materially Increase tbe revenue of the state.

The abominable practice Is carried ou-to no small extent by 
Indians, who sell the skins to traders aud peddlers, who then 
ship them, securely boxed from observant eyes. 

ISDI.VSS’ PRIVILEOES. 

While upon the Indian question I desire to ask authority for 
the general Impression which prevails that the “noble red man 
is allowed by law to kill game for bis own use (but not to sell) 
at any season of the year ! If an Indian can openly kill game 


and branches, aud others in gathering the lilnls. As fast as the 
trees fell, the half feathered and fluttering fledgelings, scarcely 
sble to fly. were seized or knocked down with sticks, their necks 
quickly vvriiug, thrown Into baskets, and from thcncc emptied 
Into barrels. These were hauled to the station for shipment, 
liivanii lArfr frtcm.s being required dally to transport the miinlereil 
birds as fast as killed. The warehouse, a building 20 x 110 feet in 
size, my Informant found literally full of young dead pigeons, 
the floor being eovered In many places to a ilcplh of three or 
four feet, all awaiting slilpmciil. Over l,.')00 aeiea of timber 
had been “slashed over” in the merciless pursuit after the young 
birds, aud the entire shipment he estimated to he hetweeii foiiii 
and fijty Ions of “squabs” during the nesting. The responsible 
head of this inhuman slaughter was a wealthy Ohio farmer who 
spent half his time In that business, and had for years followed 
up the pigeons to Ihclr nestings, from place to place, to slaughter 
the youug bints bv tons, and entrap the old birds by tens nf
